Interstate Pipe Lines Are Put 
Under Control of Com- 
mission. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
Washington, D. C., June 22.—([Special. ]— \ 
Four of the decisions which were hande1i 
down by the United States Supreme court 
today were of paramour.t importance on the 
internal policies of the government and to 
the business of the whole country. These 
decisions were: 


The Intermountain rate case, in which 
the right of the commerce commission to 
fix rates by the sone system was upheld 

and the long and short haul clause of the 
interstate commerce law was declared to 
be valid. 

The oll lands case, in which the rail- 
roads won their fight for title to $790,000, - 
on ‘worth of western lands, which efter 

being granted were Tound to contain oll 
deposits, 

The pipe line case, in which the act of | 
1906 was upheld, placing all interstate 
oll pipe lines, excepting that of the Uncle 
Sam Oil company, under the control of 
the interstate commerce commission. 
This act was declared necessary to carry 
out the dissolution of the oil trust. 

The lumber trust case, in which the 
government won its fight to have the 
„ blacklist ’ maintained by members of 
the Eastern States Retail Lumber Deal- 
ers’ association declared in violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Effect on Eastern Rates. 

The decision in the Intermouhtain rate case 
reverses the position which was taken by 
the defunct commerce court. It grants to 
the commerce commission power to set rates 
under “ blanket orders and permits the 
commission to make specific charges be- 
tween two points of shipment. 

One of the most important points of the 
action today will be the effect which it will 
have on the appeal of the eastern railroads 
for @ 5 per cent increase in freight rates. | 
This question now is in the hands of the 
interstate commerce commission and the 
chief argument which has been advanced by 
opponents of the advance was that the com- 
mission did not have the power to issue the 
„ blanket or one orders. Copies of the 
decision were sent to the members of the 
commerce commission for their guidance. 

The effect of the order on the intermountain 
rates themselves will be that the cities lying 
at the foot of the Rocky mountains will 
not be compélied to pay on their freight from 
the east the regular rate through to the Pa- 
cific coast and then the added rate from the 
Pacific back to the receiving point. 

Divided Victory in Oil Case, 

Although suffering a loss in the particular 
case in hand, the government won a victory | 
over’ the Southern Pacific railroad today 
when the court decided that the road was 
entitled to 45,000 acres of mineral land in 
southerh Califofnia and for the first time in 
its history declared that oil is mineral. 

By declaring oll a mineral, the court has 
paved the way for the recovery by the gov- 
ernment of title to 155,000 acres now in dis- 
pute, according to the department of justice. 
This case now is pending. 

The department of justice asserts that the 
railroads, knowing there was oil under the 
land, took out patents on it, and then pro- 
ceeded to create dummy oil companies to im- 
prove it. The railroads dodged the issue of 
fraud and claimed oil was not a mineral. The 
Supreme court upset this plea, 

- Fight Pushed by Thomson. 

Representative Charies M. Thomson of Chi- 
cago, Pregressive, was largely instrumental 
in Dringing the case to the Supreme court. 
The government had practically decided to 
drop it and had gone through two years of | 
tnactivity when Mr. Thomson introduced a

Fifty ban many of whom had loaded 
revolvers strapped under their coats, held 
the weekly meeting of the Painters’ District 
Council on the second floor of the building 
at 300 West Madison ern yesterday af t- 
ernoon. 

Roy Shields, a slugger who is under in- 
dictment, and who is said to have shot sev- 
éral men 'in labor troubles, occupied a chair 
near the front of the.meeting. In his pocket 
was an automatic, revolver... 

The “bully” tried to stop discussion of a 
alfestion involving the disbursement of union 
funds. Michaél McLean, who knew Shields’ 
record, wanted to talk. McLean had a re- 


volver. 


Then the Row Started. 

“Shut up,“ Shields shouted to him when 
McLean started to speak, If you say a 
word, I'll fill you full of lead.“ 

McLean’s automatic slipped from his 
pocket. Shields drew a revolver, it is said, 
A score of others drew their frearms. There 
was shouting and scrambling behind desks 
and chairs. 

There was a shot. Shields dropped to the 
floor. McLean was arrested and taken to 
the Central police station, 

Detectives hurried to the hall where the 
business of the painters’ organization in 
Chicago is trancated. They questioned the 
forty-nine painters about the shooting, None 
of them knew how it happened. 


But Nobody Saw It? 

There was a racket, they said, anda shot 
was fired. None saw who fired the shot, ac- 
cording to their stories to the police. 

Shields was taken to the West Side hospital 
and his condition was reported critical last 
night. 

Labor men who do not approve of the 
slugging gang tactics of the unions were 
not surprised when they learned that Shields 
had been shot. For years, they said, he has 
been the right hand slugger of Elmer L. Hitt, 
business agent of the Painters’ District coun- 
cil and the owner of a gray slugging ’”’ auto 
which has left hundreds of broken plate 
glass windows in its wake. 


Indicted for Slugging. 
Shields was indicted several months ago by 


a grand jury for slugging a nonunion painter 


who was working on the Franklin Trust and 
Savings bank at Thirty- fifth street and Mich- 
igan avenue. 

Shields carries. his union card, but none of 
the members of the union recall when he 
ever handled a paint brush. 


On Nov. 14 last yéar, Shields ‘walked into a 
meeting of the Painters’ district council and, 


without warning, drew a revolver and shot 
Charles Cameron and Wimam Gradt. 

He was indicted for the shooting of these 
men, but has never been brought to trial. 
He was never tried for the slugging on 
Thirty-fifth street. Reports of attempts to 
bribe the witnesses have been frequent. By 
telephone calls and messages efforts have 
been made to intimidate witnesses. 

At central detail station, after the shoot- 
ing; McLean said he shot in self-defense.

the Constitutionalist delegation but the place 
of the meeting and its general purposes. 


Huerta Agents Willing. 

The new plan has buoyed the hopes of the 
principals to mediation. The South Amer- 
wan envoys discussed it briefly with the 
American delegates today and later had a 
conference with the Huerta delegates, who 
were formally asked if they would meet 
Constitutionalist representatives. The Huer- 
ta delegates replied they were willing to 
enter any conference with their countrymen 
which had for its object the prevention of 
bloodshed and the destruction of property, 
and sought to establish a national govern- 
ment on a firm basis.

An Endless Chain of Death. 
Within two months there is another shoot- 
ing in Little Sicily. The man accused of the 
first murder is the victim of the second. Six 
months later there is 4 third. The father of 
the boy who was firat slain is shot down 
within a block of where his son was killed. 
The chain is endless,

t is the common and easy fashion to blame 
the violence and crime which mar the Sicilian 
character ‘on the operations of the dreaded 
and mysterious Mafia or Black Hand. That 
is supposed to be a secret society banded to- 
gether for the purpose of committing crime 
and protecting. criminals. 


Not “Black Hand“ Murders. 

As a matter of fact, so far as the police 
records show, there has never been a Black 
Hand murder in Chicago. There have been 
many attempts—some of them euccessful—to 
extort money from well to do Italians in the 
city by threatening them with dire and awrul 
penalties if they failed to place $1,000 in bills 
or some other sum—in a tin box hidden be- 
neath the sidewalk somewhere out on the 
lonesome prairie. 

In a few instances small bombs have been 
exploded in front of the houses of those who 
refused to submit to the exactions of the 
Black Handers. 

One such case in Little Sicily is historic in 
the police department. A prosperous Sicilian 
storekeeper had received a number of Black 
Hand letters, full of the most bloody and 
terrible threats. He said nothing to the 
police, preferring to fight his own battles in 
the traditional Sicilian way. His wife tend-

URKPY’S new ambassador at Wash- 

ington, Achmet Rustem Bey, was born 

a subject of Emperor Francis Joseph, 

in Austrian Poland, as a member of 

the house of Von Bilinski, to which the 

Chevalier L. von Bilinski, minister of finance 

of the dual empire, belongs. Indeed, the 

Turkish ambassador is the nephew of the 
Austro-Hungarian minister of finance. 

It is Unnecessary to dwell here on the cir- 
cumstances which led him to transfer his 
allegiance from Emperor Francis Joseph to 
the sultan. But there are doubtless many 
people in this country, and especially at 
Washington, who will be interested to learn 
thet on May 2 last he solemnly abjured 
Christianity et Constantinople and became 
@ convert from the Roman Catholic church 
to the faith of the prophet, with the cus- 
tomary rites of initiation. 


~~ 
This may possibly serve to prejudice some 
good oki fashioned people on this side of the 
Atlantic against him. In olden times, and 
indeed until relatively recent years, the 
change from Christianity to the Moslem 
faith was punished in many European coun- 
tries as a criminal offense, with severe pen- 
alties. Indeed, as recently as fifteen years 
ago an eminent English judge in India, with 
a long and honorable record behind him, was 
dismissed the service, with forfeiture of his 
pension, and subjected to no end of social 
ostracism for becoming @ convert to Isham. 
It cannot be dented that people tn Christian 
countries are apt to look upon those of their 
co-religionist# who abandon Christianity for 
Islam as apostates, and if Turkey fared so 
badly at the congress of Berlin in 1878 it was 
mainly because one of her two principal 
plenipotentiaries was a German, who enter- 
ing the Ottoman service, had become an Ot- 
toman subject and a Moslem and had rigen 
to the rank of general and of pasha. Prince 
Biemarck treated him with the utmost dis- 
dain and declined to shake hands with him, 
while the other members of the congress 
followed suit and also held aloof, treating, 
however, his Turkish born cofleague with 
the utmost cordiality. He was afterwerds 
assassinated in Albania, 


a — 
It is only fair to the sublime porte to state 
that it has never permitted the question of 
creed to interfere with promotion in its 
diplomatic service. As long as Queen Vic- 
toria remained on the throne—that is to say, 
for over sixty years—all the pashas who suc- 
ceeded one another as ambassadors to her 
court were every one of them either Roman 
Catholics or Greek Catholics. The queen 
hed caused it to be quietly intimated that 
this would be more convenient, since if a 
Moslem envoy were appointed he might be 
tempted to bring along his harem; which 
would result in a plurality of Turkish am- 
bassadresses and consequent embarrass 
ment. Yet Queen Victoria was the ruler of 
‘the largest Moslem population in the world, 
The porte’s ambassadors at several other 
European courts heve also been Christians, 
and 80, too, were the governors of Palestine 
and of other Ottoman provinces, as well as 
the keeper of Sultan Abdul Hamid's privy 
purse, his physician, and indeed many of his 
most trusted advisers.

Of course there are some notable precedents 
for the conversion of the new Turkish am- 
bassador at Washington, Achmet Rustem 
formerly Chevalier, or Ritter, von Bil- 
inkl. Thus old Nouri Pasha, the most re- 
markable of the Turkish plenipotentiaries in

Nourt’s two daughters, having too much 
French blood in their veins to be content with 
the restrictions of oriental harem Mfe, fied 
about six years ago from Constantinople, 
escorted by their old French governess, and 
sought refuge in Paris. There they were 
thrown much into contact with ‘“ Pierre 
Loti,” the naval officer, academician, and 
novelist, and the story of their life at Stam- 
boul furnished him with the theme for his 
book, Disenchantment.“ Nouri Pasha 
died some months after their flight, at Con- 
stantinople, in such a sudden manner as to 
convey the impression that he had suc- 
cumbed to poison administered to him by 
some of his foes at the Yildiz Kiosque, who 
were jealous of the confidence reposed in his 
integrity by Sultan Abdul Hamid. ? 

Nor must I omit in this connection Omar 
Pasha, Turkey's most famous genera! of the 
nineteenth century and commander in chief 
of the Ottoman forces during the Crimean 
war. He was a Hungarian by birth, had 


served in the Austrian army under the name 


of Mikail von Lattas. Becoming involved in 
some scrape while holding the rank of lieu- 
tenant of infantry and confronted with court 
martial, he deserted and fled to Turkey, where 
he had the good fortune to secure a position 
in the household of the then heir apparent, 
Abdul Medjid Effendi. When the latter suc- 
ceeded to the throne ‘ex-Lieut. von Lattas, 
who had meanwhile become a convert to 
Islam under the name of Omar, was ad- 
vanced rapidly from one post to another 
until he became generalissimo of the Otto- 
man army. 
~~ 

Harriet, Lady Clifden, was a sister of the 
Roman Catholic archbishop of Stonor, and 
her death therefore places in mourning her 
grand-nephew, Lord Camoys, who married 
Miss Mildred Sherman, daughter of the late 
William Watts Sherman of New York. The 
late Lady Clifden, in her day 4 celebrated 
beauty, at one time kept a millinery shop 
under her own name in London, resolved, as 
he wus, not to accept 4 penny piece of her 
husband's money. Her disputes with him 
long furnished a constant element of in- 
terest to English society, resulting in no 
end of laweuits. They had their origin in 
religious matters, and even led to a vain at- 
tempt by the late Lord Cliſden to secure a 
warrant for the arrest of hie wife ona charge 
of kidnaping. 

When they married Lord Clifden prosaieed 
his wife that all children born of the union 
ehould be brought up in Roman Catholic 
church, to which she belofiged. When later 
on they separated the viscount considered 
himself released from the agreement and 
insisted on a reversal of the stipulation. The 
courts decided on appeal that in England a 
father has the supreme right to control the 


religion of his children while minors, and | 


that no private agreements in tile matter are 
recognized by law. The two youbger chil- 
dren, though baptized as Roman Catholics, 
were consequently brought up as members of 
the established church of England. 
It may be added that both these children 
died in that faith while under their father’s

NOW and then we are asked des dobar to 
young people in college who think of making 
journalism their profession, and we always 
decline with thanks; we are not certain that 
we have anything important to say, and we 
have no inclination for public speaking.

THE story of young Dietrich and the lions 
is a case in point. The various newspaper 
accounts of it did not agree as to the details, 
and the impression given a reader was that 
some of the details were manufactused. But 
a reporter arrives on the scene after a thing 
has happened, and depends for his material 
on eyewitnesses, who notoriously never 
agree about a happening, no matter how 
uncomplicated it may be. Where the re- 
porter makes a mistake, we think, is writing 
the story as if he had been there when the 
thing happened. 


IF, instead, he made a vivid presentation of 


the salient and known facts (which in the 
Dietrich affair were sufficiently dramatic), 
adding the testimony of eyewitnesees, if any, 
the errors of fact could all be charged against 
these persons, The interesting parts of a 
dramatic newspaper story are within quota- 
tion marks.

Before a rebate can be declared it is necessary 
to know whether or not there is a surplus in the 
warrant out of which to pay same. We have a 
staff of clerks who are constantly at work figuring 
Pebates on warrants, taking them in their numeri- 
cal order, as soon as possible after the county 
collector has made his return on the last install- 
ment of the assessment collected and all obliga- 
tions against the warrant have been discharged. 
Where an assessment is payable in five install- 
ments it would be Impossible to pay the rebate 


until the sixth year. 


‘As fast as the city receives money collected 
in a special assessment warrant the same is ap- 
plied against obligations in the warrant, and these 
cannot be entirely paid off until the entire assess- 
ment has been collected.

“RIVER NOT NAVIGABLE.” 


State’s Contention That Case 
Comes Under Federal Juris- 
diction Overruled.

Washington, D. C., June 22.—(Special,j— 
The United States Supreme court today sus- 
tained the right of the Economy Light and 
Power company to build a power dam in the 


Desplaines river at Dresden Heights and dis- 
missed the appeal of the state of Illinois 


from a similar ruling by the State Supreme 
court for want of jurisdiction. 

The dccision, delivered by Mr. Justice Mc- 
Kenna, holds that the Desplaines-river is not 
@ navigable stream, and that therefore the 
federal court has no jurisdiction in the case. 
It also holds that the Chicago . 
is not navigable. 

Justice McKenna in his ruling laid down a 
principle of law which will have a wide effect 
on future pork barrel legislation in congress. 
He declared a stream is navigable naturally 
and not by reason of artificial means. 


Not Shown Navigable. 

The Illinois Supreme court held that the 
Desplaines was not a navigable stream, as 
there never was any evidence of commerce 
actually passing on it, and as no evidence 
had been produced to show its navigability, 
the federal court upheld the state Supreme 
court. ) 

The definition of a naturally navigable 
stream is expected to halt immediately the 
vast expenditures of money on crooked 

creeks in the southern states, particularly 
North Carolina, Florida, Arkansas, and 
Texas. Also, it is believed it will aid Sen- 
‘gators Borah, Kenyon, and Burton in their 

fight on the river and harbor pork barrel now 
before the senate. 
The state based its action largely on the 
fact that by an act of the state legisiature 


approved Feb. 28, 1889, the Desplaines river 


was officially declared navigable. 

When the case was before the Illinois courts 
evidence was produced to disprove this dec- 
 Jaration. 

Necessitates New Laws. 

The decision today practically decrees that 
commerce must actually pass on a stream to 
prove its navigability. New legislation both 

-by the state and the federal government 
must now be enacted to offset this view where 
deep waterway projects are contemplated. 

The court also ruled that the act of the 
tate of Illinois, when it created the sani- 
tary district canal and provided that the 
canal should be regarded as a navigable 


Stream, does not of itself make the canal | 


| mavigable and subject to the federal navi- 
gation laws. 

The court further declared that the work 
proposed by the Economy Light and Power 
;Sompany is in harmony with the general 
scheme of deep waterway improvement sug- 
gested by the board of engineers of the war 
department under the authority of the river 
and harbor act of June 26, 1905.

| PUBLICITY THE CAUSE. 


Frear Says Vast Amount Will Be 
Saved for Treasury of 
United States. 


Washington, D. C., June 22.—[Special.]— 


The senate has stricken appropriations for 


upwards of $1,000,000 for the improvement 
of crooked creeks in the south out of the 
river and harbor appropriation bill as a re- 
sult of the fight waged against that measure 
by Tun CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 

Representative Frear of Wisconsin, who 
was the first to point out the perniciousness 
of these grabs on the floor of congress, today 


gave full credit to Tun Tatum for the vic- 


tory. 

Had it not been for the publicity your 
paper gave my statements,“ Mr. Frear said, 
the senate never would have paid any at- 
tention to them. The storm of public disap- 
proval which followed that publicity has be- 
gun to do its work.“ 


Three Florida Rivers Lose. 
Among the items dropped from the bill is 
the appropriation of $750,000 for the Okla- 
waha river of Florida. This is a small 
stream, not now navigable, and the money 
would have benefited only a tew orange 
growers along it. It was a part of a land 
boom project, according to Mr. Frear. 

Two other Florida appropriations have 
been cast aside as a result of the light of 
unfavorable pubilicty. One of them was for 
$47,000 for the Kissimmee river, which is dry 
eight months in the year. The other was for 
$144,000 for the Calcossahatchee river, not 
navigable naturally. 

An appropriation of $72,000 for the im- 
provement of Mattewan creek, New Jersey, 
has also been cut out, because it developed 
the only beneficiaries would be three fertilizer 
factories now on its shores.

President Wilson said that the more these 
treaties are canvassed and the better they 
are understood the more likely they are 
to be ratified. 


Blames Taft Administration. 
Secretary Bryan sought to shift respon- 
sibility for the apology in the Colom- 
bian treaty to the shoulders of the Taft ad-

„Now that the treaty has been printed 
and made public by the senate committee, I 
feel at liberty to answer your questions re- 
garding the so-called ‘expressions of re- 
gret,’’’ Mr. Bryan said. 


“In what is known as the Dubois memo- | 


randum, made during the Taft administra- 
tion, which presented the basis upon which 
he was authorized to negotiate a treaty, the 
following language is used: 

The government and the people of the 
United States honestly regret anything 
should have ever occurred to mar, in any 
way, the long and sinceré friendship that 
existed for nearly a century between Colom- 
bia and the United States, and the latter 


|} country has for years earnestly desired to 


remove the ill feeling aroused in Colombia 
by the separation of Panama.’ 


Calls Two Paragraphs Identical. 


It will be seen from a comparison of the 


two paragraphs that they, are identical in 
meaning and almost identical in language. 
In the Dubois memorandum the United 
States ‘honestly regrets’ and in the pend- 
ing treaty ‘The government of he United 
States of America expresses in its own name 
and in the name of the people of the United 
States sincere regret.’ There is no material 
difference between ‘honestly regrets’ and 
‘sincerely regrets.’ 

The pending treaty uses the phrase To 
interrupt or to mer.’ The Dubois memor- 
andum uses the words Tomar.’ The Dubois 
memorandum describes the friendship for- 
merly existing as ‘ sincere,’ while the pend- 
ing treaty describes it as ‘cordial.’ Both 
refer to the events of 19083.“ 

This comparison is made to show that 
the two ‘expressions of regret’ are in all 
essential particulars the same.“

It is quite universally agreed that chicken 
should be boiled in water below 212 degrees, or 
the boiling point of water. It may be that hot 
to start and kept at about that heat until the 
chicken is heated through and then consider- 
ably below. This was discovered a least forty 
years ago, when men who had to camp carried 
a cooking chicken in a Norwegian cooking box, 
the original fireless cooker, and without stones. 
Put into this boiling hot, at the end of twelve 
hours the chicken would be finely cooked. 

Old meat quite universally has more flavor 
than young meat, and this is why the old hen 
is so much liked for chicken loaves, etc. So 
as the laying season comes to an end, when it 
gets too hot, old hens are likely to get into 
the market. An experimenter of note had the 
following experience with one: 

“I killed a supérannuated hen—more than 6 
years old, but otherwise in very good condi- 
tion. Cooked in the ordinary way she would 
have been uneatably tough. Instead of being 
thus cooked she Was gently stewed for about 
four hours. I cannot guarantee the mainte- 
mance of the theoretical temperature, having 
some suspicion of some simmering (cooking 
just at the boiling point). After this the hen 
was left in the water until cooled, and on the 
following day was roasted in the usual man- 
ner—that is, in the oven. The result was ex- 
cellent, as tender as a full grown chicken 
roasted in the ordinary way and of quite equal 
fla vor in spite of the very good broth obtained 
by the preliminary stewing. This suprised me. 
I anticipated the softening of the tendons and 
ligaments, but supposed that the extraction of 
the juices: would have spoiled the flavor.

No Increase on Soft Coal Rate. 
The commission has on several occasions 
within the last few years adjusted freight 
rates on bituminous coal, and in one or two 
instances allowed rates which it said were 
excessive to stand because it did not want to 
disturb relationship of rates. 

“The commission will not allow any in- 
crease on bituminous coal. These rates 
always have been the subject of intense con- 
troversy, and coal people assert that bitu- 
minous coal now bears the burden of other 
commodities, and it has been intimated that 
it largely bears the burden of unremunere- 
tive passenger fares. 

Last month the commission declined to 
disturb a coke rate that it had fixed and 
pointed out that this was one of a series of 
rates fixed by the commission after u com- 
prehensive investigation. The commission 
referred to thie fixation as ita coke rate map 
and it applies to nearly all eastern destina- 
tions from Connellsville. 

| As It Effects Cement Rates. 

“ The commission within the last two years 
also has handed down decisions adjusting 
rates on cement and other heavy commodi- 
ties. In this connection it may be said that 
attorneys for shippers raise the point that 
by all rates fixed by the commission within 
two years the railroads are stopped by law 
from increasing, as the commission's orders 
directing what the rate shall ‘be stands for 
two years, . 

“The Supreme court recdhtly decided in 
the Shreveport case that the commission has 
practically unlimited jurisdiction over inter- 
state carriers, and application of the prin- 
ciples enunciated will ny the most far 
reaching effect. 

There has always bean a general feeling 
around the commission itself that passen- 
ger fares were not remunertive to the 
rilroads, but until the’ Shreveport decision 
the commission was not in a position to deat 
with the subject. It ja believed that the 
Shreveport decision will eventually cause a 
readjustment of passenger fares that will 
not injure but will help the railroads.

Council Committee May “Pass 
the Buck” in Stone Stub 
Controversy. 


ALL FIGURES DIFFER. 


Wealth and a percentage table of figures 
will be lined up against a woman's determi- 
nation and wits next Friday afternoon, when 
the compensation committee of the city coun- 
cil again attempts to fix a just valuation for 
the vacation of the stub end of Stone street. 
It is not at all improbable that the committee 
will pass the buck to the courts, 

The figures so far submitted are at wide 
variance. A previous compensation commit- 
tee placed a value of $103,000 on the ground 
within the street lines. J. F. Peacock, the 
city’s real estate expert, places the value 
at $180,000. Buckingham Chandler, spokes- 
man for the Chicago real estate board, be- 
licves $120,000 to be a fair price, while Adrian 
C. Honoré, as representative of the Potter 
Palmer estate, cannot see anything above 
$119,994, and believes the city ought to follow 
its established custom of knocking off 25 per 
cent, which would reduce his final figures to 
$89,951. 


Calls Price Fair. 

John A. Chapman, representing Cyrus H. 
McCormick, who desires the property for 
residential purposes, agrees with Mr. Hon- 
oré's table, but says the real estate board's 
price ig fair.“ Miss Louise Korth, ar 
owner of Stone street property, who said 


she was offered first $10,000 and then $25,000 


to withdraw her opposition, will insist that 
the Palmer estate either pay $300,000 for the 
street or open and pave it with asphalt. 

Mr. Chapman admits having tendered Miss 
Korth $10,000, but said the money was in- 
tended as compensation for damage she 
claimed her property would suffer by rea- 
son of the proposed vacation.

„Here the first Sunday school journal was 
established, entitled ‘The Sunday School 
Teacher.“ and published by the Chicago Sun- 
day School union in 1806. 

‘It was in a Chicago religious weekly, 
The Standard, that the first notes on the 
Sunday school lesson were regularly pub 
lished. 


Festival Started Here. 

“tt was a Chicago religioua paper, The 
Advance,’ that first published a full account 
of a state Sunday schoo! convention, Twen- 
ty-five thousand copies of this issue. were dis- 
- tributed. 

“The first general secretary to devote his 
full time to the Sunday school work was W.

„In President Wilson's letter to Senator 
Owen regarding the confirmation of Thome . 
D. Jones as a member of the federal reserve | 
board he says: | 

His [Mr. Jones'] connection with the 

Harvester company is this: he owns one 

share, and only one share of stock in 

that company. which he purchased to 

qualify as a director. He went into the 

board of the Harvester company for the 

purpose, of assisting to withdraw it from 
the control which hed let it into acta and 

practices which have brought it under 

the criticiam of the law officers of the 1 

government and has been very - 

fective in that capacity. His connection — 
with those acts and practices is absolutes 
ly nil. His connection with it was a pub- | 
lic service, not a private interest, and he | 
has won additional credit and admiration | 
for his courage in that matter. 


Theory at Odds with Facts. | 

In the foregoing statement Mr. Wilson 
has constructed a. theory which in no way 
squares itself with the actual facts. 

Notwithstanding that the president 
in his letter to Senator Owen: ‘I venture to 
write you this letter to tell you what I know, 
and unfortunately I can say that I do really 
know it,’ the following are the facts: 

A vacancy occurred on the Harvester 
boards several years ago, and Cyrus H. Mc- 
Cormick, president of the company, sug+ 
gested Mr. Jones, an old college mate and u 
personal friend, to fill the vacancy.

Did Not Come as a Reformer, 
There was no suggestion by Mr. Jones 
or any one else that he should come on the 
board to assist in reforming the company. 
Indeed, he came on the board at the invita- 
tion and through the votes of the men who 
were responsible for the company’s organ 
ization and subsequent management. 
“There has been no revolution in the 
methods of conduct of the company since 
Mr. Jones became a director. We have with- 
out exception deen a unit in believing that 
the company’s methods have been not only 
legal, but honorable and fair, 
am not the president of the Harvester 
company, consequently not its spokesman 
or responsible for the details of ‘its man- 
agement, but in President Wilson's state- 
men there is a direct reflection on the men 
who organized the company and who have 
been responsible for its general policy 
toward the public.

Regulations Are Intricate.

Severe penalties are to be inflicted on per- 
sons seeking to evade the new law. The 
extreme limit is a year’s imprisonment and 
there is a series of e fines.

CROP NEWS AIDS BEARS. 


Increased pressure of hedging sales, with 
the actual movement of pew wheat starting 
in fair volume in the southwest, together 
with the weak cable list, gave wheat prices 
a big setback yesterday, new low marks be- 
Ing established for all months. Seling was 
general and there was but little support 
early, except some buying on limited or- 
ders and moderate profit taking by shorts. 
Resting prices showed net declines of 1@ 
1c, the July being especially heavy. 

Kansas City had twenty-six cars of new 
wheat, all grading No, 2; Fort Worth hed 
nine care, and there was some new wheat 
at St. Louls. Rains were quite general in 
Nebraska, but where wheat cutting is under 
way there was not enough precipitation to 
ipterfere materially with harvest. Reports 
continue bearish from practically all points 
of the winter wheat belt. Some complaints 
are heard of too much rain northwest, but 
these were not given much attention. 


Foreign Markets Heavy. 

Liverpool came 1%@1%d off, and this start- 
ed the market here weak. Paris was \@

and Budapest 20 off. Liverpool was at- 
fected by the bearish advices from this side 
in regard to the new wheat offerings, and by 
the more liberal shipmerits than expected, 
especially from Russia. Total world’s ship- 
ments were 12,660,000 bu, and there was a 
decrease in on passage stocks of 232,000 bu. 
Russian shipments were 4,200,000 bu, and 
offerings from that country were heavy. 
A decrease of 4,478,000 bu brings the total 
visib:e suppiy down to 18,934,000 bu, or about 
12,000,000 bu less than on the same date a 
year ago. Local stocks decreased 1,672,000 
bu, to 3,136,000 bu, and the Canadian visible 
decreased 1,895,000 bu. Minneapolis stocks de- 
ereased 250,000 bu for two days.

Prices Given Upward Boost of 
10@15 Cents, Despite 
Packers’ Contest. 


HOG MARKET STRONG. 


Cattle receipts of 12.500 head at Chicago 
yesterday fell far short of expectations and 
prices were given an upward boost of 10@15¢, 
although packers fought hard to keep values 
from advancing. The trade was slow and 
uneven, but the meager supply made possl- 
ble a complete clearance at the full advance. 
Best steers topped at $9.40, while the bulk 
cleared at $8.15@9.10. Cows and helfers were 
mostly 10c higher, while calves were without 
material change. 

Hogs opened on a strong to 5c higher basis and 
closed fully 100 lower. Packers staid out of the 
early trade and the average cost of their droves 
was $5.85, or 2c less than Saturday's purchases, 
while shippers paid higher for most of their offer- 
inge and topped the market at $8.50. Receipts of 
41,000 head cleared slowly and the market closed 
with 5,500 hogs left unsold. 

Prime fat sheep and lambs held on a steady 
basis, but less desirable lots were discriminated 
against and did not find an outlet unti! concessions 
of 10@15¢ were made from last week's closing 
prices. A shipper paid $9.65 for spring lambs and 
city butchers took some at $9.60, while packers 
filed orders at $9.25 and lower.
